RENT STRIKERS ARE | 
CAUGHT OFF GUARD. 


“Ugly Rushes Occurred But 
Only One Arrest is Made 
by the Police, 


LONDON, Dec. 23—(Canadian 
Press Cable)—There were stirring 
scenes at Dalmuir and Clydebank, 


Dumbarton County, Scotland today 
when long threatened evictions for 
non-payment of rent took place. In 
connection with the Dalmulr evic- 
tions, some ugly rushes occurred, but 
only one arrest was made. 

A body of eviction officers, acting | 
in behalf of the landlords, escorted 
by about sixty policemen, timed the 
first ejection in Dalmuir so well that 
the night patrol employed by the 
non-paying tenants to warn the rent- 
strikers of the approach of possible 
“evietors’ had withdrawn and the 
tennants had been lulled into a false 
security for the night. However, the 
alert tenants quickly realized the 
situation and at once they summon- 
ed assistance by the ringing of hand 
bells. 

Immediately men, women and 
children rushed to the scene from 
every direction. When they observed 
the evicting officers, they made a 
rush at them. The police, however, 
promptly stopped the rush and 
pgessed back the invaders. 

The streets were cleared by the 
police and the eviction officers pro- 
ceeded with their work of dispossess- 
ing non-paying tenants. 

The first house was cleared with- 
in halran hour. The evicted tenants 
and their supporiers remained in the 
vicinity, hewever, and the whole 
area was seething with excitement. 
The presence of the policemen, 
though, had a restraining effect on 
the dispossessed tenants and their 
sympathizers. Five evictions, were 
carted out at Dalmuir.

A ful] and frank discussion as to 
the nature and extent of the res 
ponsiblities which would be ‘nyol- 
ved for the whole empire by the 
ratification of the protocol is desir- 
ed by the imperial government in 
connection with the proposed cm.- 
ference. There is no question abeut 
anv special lines having been ia i 
down already by the British govern- 
ment, but everything is to be left for 
a free and complete discussion on 
the part of the dominions before .y

next March. Austen Chamberlain, 
secretary for foreign affairs, assured 
the coune!i that the British request 
was merely a question of delay, 

It was stated previously that the 
Britieh government desired a prai- 
ponement of the protoool's covsider- 
ation in order to give it time <o con- 
sult with its dominions.
